Out of Purses of 
Farmers In Region 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mow July 24 
— (JP)—The elements have taken an 
estimated $60,000,000 bite out of 
the 
pocketbooks of 
farmers in 
Southeast Missouri this year ac­ 
cording to a survey completed to­ 
day by the Daily American-Re- 
public. 
Early in the year hard freezes 
that came after fruit tree buds had 
formed, killed virtually all peaches 
and seriously damaged other tree 
fruit prospects. 
Then a late spring sand storm in 
some counties stripped leaves from 
cotton 
and 
other 
field 
crops, 
materially reducing 
prospective 
production. 
Continued rains which sent wa-| 
ter from the network of drainage 
ditches out over the fertile farm 
lands then came along, flooding 
many farms and cutting the esti­ 
mated production at least in half. 
Of the 600,000 acres planted to 
cotton this year, only about 300,- 
000 acres of the district’s 
major 
crop remain and costs of production 
have soared because of the lack of 
farm labor. 
Cotton choppers ordinarly paid 
from $3.50 to $4.00 a day have 
commanded and received as high 
as $15 a day for their work as 
the producers frantically sought 
to salvage what 
they 
possibly 
could from their staggering losses. 
Farmers in this area, responding 
to request of federal authorities 
had planted thousands of acres 
more to cotton this year than last. 
And now, farm agents say, crop 
production costs for cotton are 
ranging from $25 to $50 per acre, 
three or four times the normal 
average, and the highest on record. 
“It looks like the weatherman 
has it in for us this year.” com­ 
mented one 
sharecropper whose 
loss is total.

fore.” The House adjourned at 1:31 
a. m. Saturday, after having been 
in session continuously from 11 a. 
m. Friday. At the time the House 
went into session on Friday, few 
Members had any idea that con­ 
sideration of the Defense Produc­ 
tion Act (price and wage control 
bill) would be completed before 
adjournment, but 
shortly 
after 
four o’clock that afternoon an ex­ 


asperated majority voted to close 
all debate on the bill at s:x o'clock 
that evening, realizing that there 
would probably be at least a dozen 
roll-call votes on various amend­ 
ments which had been adopted by 
voice or teller (unrecorded) votes 
during consideration of the highly 
controversial legislation. As debate 
on the bill closed at six o’clock, 
there still remained 19 amend­ 
ments on the Clerk’s desk which 
had to be read and immediately 
voted upon without debate. 
This was the twelfth day that 
this bill had been under con­ 
sideration in the House, and up 
until the final day, every Member 
had the opportunity of checking 
the 
Congressional 
Record and 
thereby informing himself on the 
amendments 
which 
had 
been 
adopted in the Committee of the 
Whole.

$60,000,000 Bite 
Out of Purses of 
Farmers In Region 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mow July 24 
— (JP)— The elements have taken an 
estimated $60,000,000 bite out of 
the 
pocketbooks of 
farmers in 
Southeast Missouri this year ac­ 
cording to a survey completed to­ 
day by the Daily American-Re- 
public. 
Early in the year hard freezes 
that came after fruit tree buds had 
formed, killed virtually all peaches 
and seriously damaged other tree 
fruit prospects. 
Then a late spring sand storm in 
some counties stripped leaves from 
cotton 
and 
other 
field 
crops, 
materially reducing 
prospective 
production. 
Continued rains which sent w a­ 
ter from the network of drainage 
ditches out over the fertile farm 
lands then came along, flooding 
many farm s and cutting the esti­ 
mated production at least in half. 
Of the 600,000 acres planted to 
cotton this year, only about 300,- 
000 acres of the district’s 
major 
crop remain and costs of production 
have soared because of the lack of 
farm labor. 
Cotton choppers ordinarly paid 
from $3.50 to $4.00 a day have 
commanded and received as high 
as $15 a day for their work as 
the producers frantically sought 
to salvage what 
they 
possibly 
could from their staggering losses. 
Farm ers in this area, responding 
to request of federal authorities 
had planted thousands of acres 
more to cotton this year than last. 
And now, farm agents say, crop 
production costs for cotton are 
ranging from $25 to $50 per acre, 
three or four times the normal 
average, and the highest on record.

$60,000,000 Bite 
Out of Purses of 
Farmers In Region 


P O P L A R B L U F F , Mov Ju ly 24 
— (JP)— The elements have taken an 
estimated $60,000,000 bite out of 
the 
pocketbooks of 
farmers in 
Southeast Missouri this year ac­ 
cording to a survey completed to­ 
day by the Daily American-Re- 
public. 
Early in the year hard freezes 
that came after fruit tree buds had 
formed, killed virtually all peaches 
and seriously damaged other tree 
fruit prospects. 
Then a late spring sand storm in 
some counties stripped leaves from 
cotton 
and 
other 
field 
crops, 
materially reducing 
prospective 
production. 
Continued rains which sent wa­ 
ter from the network of drainage 
ditches out over the fertile farm 
lands then came along, flooding 
many farms and cutting the esti­ 
mated production at least in half. 
Of the 600,000 acres planted to 
cotton this year, only about 300,- 
000 acres of the district’s 
major 
crop remain and costs of production 
have soared because of the lack of 
farm labor. 
Cotton choppers ordinarly paid 
from $3.50 to $4.00 a day have 
commanded and received as high 
as $15 a day for their work as 
the producers frantically sought 
to salvage what 
they 
possibly 
could from their staggering losses. 
Farmers in this area, responding 
to request of federal authorities 
had planted thousands of acres 
more to cotton this year than last. 
And now, farm agents say, crop 
production costs for cotton are 
ranging from $25 to $50 per acre, 
three or four times the normal 
average, and the highest on record.

“the morning after the night be­ 
fore.” The House adjourned at 1:31 
a. rn. Saturday, after having been 
in session continuously from 11 a. j 
rn. Friday. At the tim e the House 
w ent into session on Friday, few 
M em bers had any idea that con­ 
sideration of the Defense Produc­ 
tion Act (price and wage control 
bill) would be com pleted before 
adjournm ent, but 
shortly 
after 
four o’clock that afternoon an ex ­ 


asperated m ajority voted to close 
all debate on the bill at six o'clock 
that evening, realizing th at there 
would probably be at least a dozen 
roll-call votes on various am end­ 
m ents which had been adopted by 
voice or teller (unrecorded) votes 
during consideration of the highly 
controversial legislation. As debate 
on the bill closed at six o’clock, 
there still rem ained 19 am end­ 
m ents on the C lerk’s desk which 
had to be read and im m ediately 
voted upon w ithout debate. 
This was the tw elfth day th a t 
this bill had been under con­ 
sideration in the House, and up 
until the final day, every M em ber 
had the opportunity of checking 
the 
Congressional 
Record and 
thereby inform ing him self on the 
am endm ents 
w hich 
had 
been 
adopted in the Com m ittee of the 
Whole. However, when the roll­ 
call voting started about 7:25 F ri­ 
day night, I doubt if there w ere a 
half-dozen of the 435 M em bers 
who knew everything th at had 
been taken out or put into the bill 
by the am endm ent which had been 
adopted. Separate roll calls w ere 
dem anded on 12 of the 
m ajor 
am endm ents 
which 
had 
been 
adopted during the past tw o weeks. 
Seven of these 12 am endm ent w ere 
approved by a record vote w hile 
five which has been previously 
adopted w ere turned dow n w hen 
M em bers w ere required to “get on 
the record.” One of these am end­ 
m ents which had been tentatively 
approved and w hich was rejected 
by a vote of 172-243 was by Con­ 
gressm an Davis of Georgia who 
proposed a four-m onths “freeze” 
on all prices and wages through 
an am endm ent w hich read “For a 
period of 120 days im m ediately fol­ 
lowing date of enactm ent of this 
paragraph ceilings on prices, and] 
wages, salaries, and other com-

pensation, shall be m aintained un- j 
der this section at not exceeding j 
the ceiling levels prevailing on | 
July 7, 1951, expect as otherw ise! 
provided in paragraph 3.” 
Inasm uch as the provisions of 
the tem porary control bill expire! 
on Ju ly 31, it will be necessary for; 
conferees of the House and Senate 
to agree on the provisions and re ­ 


w rite the Defense Production Act 
w hich m ust be approved by both 
the House and Senate and signed 
by the President before m idnight 
July 31 if controls are to continue. 
N either the House or Senate will 
have an opportunity to am end the 
bill which will be adopted in con­ 
ference and the vote on that m ea­ 
sure will be either to approve or 
reject. However, I believe there 
are sufficient 
provisions in 
the 
House bill as passed 
w ith 
its 
various am endm ents to perm it the 
conferees to come up w ith a fair, 
w orkable and effective price con­ 
trol bill which will perm it farm 
com m odities now below parity to 
advance to parity prices before 
ceilings are imposed. We w ill know 
m ore about this next week.
